2. CTTATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-67 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2>(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest: 

1) The process for designing and producing a mass spectrometers described in claims 1, 7, 9, 16, and 24 because the prior art 
describes completed mass spectrometers, not a method for their design and the parameters for producing a mass spectrometer felling 
within the scope of the present invention. Claims 2-6, 8, 10-15, 17-23, and 25-29 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(2)-(3) by 
virtue of their dependency. 

2) The Mass analysis apparatus of claims 30, 35, 49, and 61 where the apparatus comprises a mass separator having two sets of 
electrodes having opposing surfaces where the ratio of a distance between the opposing surfaces of the first and second sets of 
opposing electrode surfaces is in the range of 0.84 to 1.2. Claims 31-34, 36-48, 50-60, and 62-67 depend on die above claims and 
therefore meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(2)-(3) by virtue of their dependency. 

Claims 1-67 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. J 
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
